CUSTOMS FOR ESTRADISTS 





American Commander to Let New Cus- 
tom House at Bluefields Collect Dues 
--Protection for Americans.

WASHINGTON, May 81.—The. hard 
fighting that has gone on around Blue- 
fields for the last few days and the ap- 
parent absence of any hope of a’ settle- 
ment of the civil war in Nicaragua has 
brought sharply before this Government 
the possible necessity of a protectorate, 
temporarily at least, being established 
over the little republic either by the 
United States cr Mexico. Meanwhile the 
State Department has adhered to its 
plan announced months ago in Mr. Knox’s 
letter to Sefior Rodriguez not to recog- 
nize either faction save as de facto hold- 
ers of territory actually under garrison. 

Instructions to this effect were sent no 
later than to-day to Commander Gilmer 
of the Paducah, off the Bluefields Har- 
bor, but while these orders were ex- 
plicit in declaring that neither American 
ships nor American property must be 
seized by either faction, they did give 
one advantage to the Estradists. This is 
in the matter of customs duties levied 
on merchandise entering the Harbor of 
Bluefields. Ever since the Madriz army 
captured the Custom House on the bluff 
at the entrance of the hafbor they have 
claimed the right to levy duties, while 
the insurgents in control of the city 
itself have insisted that as the goods 
were entering the city and not merely 


the Custom House they had the right t 
collect, 

For a time tho question evidently em- 
barrassed this Government, though from 
the outset it was realized that the col- 
lection of doubie duties could not be tol- 
erate:l. Now the matter is settled under 
the general term of the sort of recogni- 
tion accorded both parties. As this ah ag 
nition, which is no recognition at all In 
any diplomatic sense. gees only to the 
territory actually held by the faction in 
question, it is evident that the Estradists, 
as controlling the City of Bluefields, have, 
on this basis, the right to the customs. 
The Custom House is held merely to be a 


~ 


conventional post and the right is to be) 


given the Estradists. who have estab- 
lished a new Custom House three miles 
‘up the river to collect duties there. 

The instructions to Commander Gilmer 
are explicit that American life and prop- 
erty must be protected. In setting forth 
the immunity ‘that American ships and 
persons must have from seizure by either 
party express mention is made of 
recent seizure of the American-owned 
ship Adelaide. : It is clear this Govern- 
ment is in no mood for permitting éuri!er 
action o’ this suri The naval and niarine 
fereers off Bluefields are to be kept in 
readiness to enforce Ameérican orders on 
Shere should the occasion arise. 

What is impressin&® our Government as 
time goes on is the apparent remoteness 
cf peace in the little republic. The fight- 
ing has been bloody, but neither side can 
successfully assail the position of the 
other. As a military expert expressed it, 
whichever army marches across the 
swamp to invade the territory of the 
other is certain to be so weakened when 
it gets across that it wiil yleld almost of 
necessity. That .dictum has been verified 
in every battle so far. 

The need of some outside influence to 
réstore peace has suggested two courses 
to the State Department. One is to es- 
tablish a real protectorate, permanent or 
temporary, as occasion suggests, over. the 
country from a political point of view, 
and await the establishment of a con- 
stitutional government under the peace 
that would follow American or Mexican 
occupation. The other course is to take 
over the Republic only so far as fiscal 
matters are concerned and sea to the pay- 
ment pf debts and to the restoration of 
tnaterial prosperity. This would be an- 
alogous to our treatment of Santvu Do- 
mingo. 

As far as the situation at Bluefields ts 
concerned it is thought that the Amer- 
ican force aiready there is ample to take 
care of things. Of course, an extended 
occupation would eall for several thou- 
sand soldiers. These could be rushed 
south at short notice. Commander Gil- 
mer, it is thought. could occupy and con- 
tro] Bluefields without difficulty, though 
it is still a question whether such a 
course would be necessary. 

Mention of Mexico as the nation that 
may establish a protecityrate over Nicara- 
gua has caused some comment here. 
Mexico has already recognized the Madriz 
government, as have other Latin States 
to the south, and it is known that Mexico 
was none too pleased at the sharp note 
Mr. Knox sent the Chargé d@'Affaires, Mr. 
Rodriguez, In giving him his passport. 
There is a tendency to believe the mention 
of Mexico in this connection is simply a 
fecler intended to show how that country 
really feels toward the proposition of the 
United States to take over further re- 
sponsibilities in Latin America.

Warns the Empire of Peril 
in Egypt. 


SAYS FIRMNESS iS NEEDED 


Declares That the Egyptian Natlonal- 
ists Are Murderous and a 
Menace.

LONDON, May 31.— Ex-President 
Roosevelt gave the English public a 
taste of his quality to-day, when he re- 
ceived the honorary freedom of the 
City of London at the Guildhall. 

IT have heard admirers say that he 
bearded the British lion in his den, and 
I have heard others who are not admir- 
ers describe his conduct as that of an 
entirely different zoological specimen.

Mr. Roosevelt did to-day wiat he told 

all and sundry he intended to do. , He 
also did what students of the Roose- 
veltian character who were not in his 
confidence fully expected him to do. 
He disappointed nobody. He surprised 
only those who were totally utlaware 
of his remarkable individuality. 

Befare he had spoken five minutes he 
had impressed upon his audience at the 
Guildhall the fact that he was a man 
with a mission, and that nothing could 
deter him from accomplishing that mis- 
sion. He made it quite evident that 
he was no opportunist, and that consid- 
erations which would weigh with an 
ordinary man were of no consequence 
to him. He had a blow to strike for 
what he belleved to be the right, and 
he was going to strike it straight from 
the shoulder, with every muacle tense 
and the full weight of his body behind 
it. If the impact were unpleagant, that 
was not his affair. 


A Great Impression Made. 


There can be ne doubt of the im- 
pression he made upon the vast major- 
ity of those who heard his speech. I 
have talked with many Englishmen 
since, and it is only those who dld not 
hear him speak and who judge him by 
his printed words who have any fault 
to find. With those who heard him, 
who felt the influence of his virtle per- 
sonality, who saw his sincerity and 
magnificent belief in his convictions, 
the uppermost feeling fs that of admi- 
ration for the personality of the man. 

There were some who thought the 
matter of the speech ill-chosen, and 
others who muttered something about 
people minding their own business, but 
the applause which followed Mr, Roose- 
velt’s closing words, which were at 
once a warning and a compliment to 
the Anglo-Saxon audience, was a re- 
markable tribute to his fearless and 
outspoken individuality. 

Altogether, the occasion was one 
which, as Sir Joseph Dimsdale, the City 
Chamberlain, who introduced Mr. 
Roosevelt, said, would be ranked by 
future historians as among the most 
notable tn the long series of events of 
which the storied Guildhall had been 
the scene. Sir Joseph, it was thought 
by some of his hearers, was politely 
exaggerating the importance of the 
meeting. Usually City affairs of this 
particular kind are not caloulated to 
set the Thames on fire. There is gen- 
erally an exchange of polite eloquence 
which is reported at more or less length 
in the papers and then forgotten. 

To-day Mr. Roosevelt's speech was 
given in extenso in every evening paper 
published in Great Britain, and it will 
be the chief feature of every morning 
paper throughout the British Empire 
to-morrow. ‘‘ Roosevelt” is the name 
in every mouth to-day, and unless al! 
omens fai] he has given Hnglishmen 
something furiously to think over for 
many days. :

AIRSHIP RESCUES AIRSHIP. 


Willard Finds Mars After Disablement 
of His Craft by a Bullet. 


JOPLIN, Mo., May 81.—For the first 
time in the history of aerial navigation, 
an aviator to-day set forth through the air 
to take relief to a companion whose ma~ 
chine had met with mishap.

Willard was at a height 
of 500 feet when the bullet struck the 
machine. He landed with considerable 
difficulty, barely escaping collision with 
a clump of trees. 

Mars flew back to the aviation field and 
explained the circumstances, and an au- 
tomobile carried a new propeller to Wil- 
lard, Mars returning to Willard through 
the air. Willard’s machine repaired, both 
aviators flew back to the aviation field 
and described figures in the air for an 
hour. 


PIRACY LAW FOR THE AIR. 


United States and Mexico Take Steps 
to Control Airships. 


WASHINGTON, May 31.—The advance 
of aerial navigation has led the United 
States and Mexico to take the initial step 
in the direction of regulating international 
traffic in the air. A treaty between the 
two countries is now being negotiated by 
Secretary Knox and Senor de la Barra, 
the Mexican Ambassador, aiming to com- 
pel the registration of all aeroplanes and 
airships, just as marine craft and auto- 
mobiles are now registered. 

It is pointed out that in carrying light 
weight and valuable packages, the airship, 
with an unrestricted method of operation, 
could do a profitable smuggling business. 

The treaty will give authority to treat 
unlicensed international traders as smug- 
glers or pirates. It is reported to be now 
practically prepared, and will be submit- 
ted to the Senate for ratification, if pos- 
sible, before the adjournment of the pres-~ 
ent session of Congress.

*“*So far as speed is concerned, it’s diffl-e 
cult to say what average rate might be 
attained by the successful aeroplane. It is 
certain that actual flying speed will be 
in excess of that-made by fast trains, but, 
of course, the aeroplanist must stop for 
rest. I understand it is planned to put a 
ten-day limit on the race to Chicago. That 
seems to me, at this time, to be about 
right. That would give five days of flying 
and five days to repair breaks to your 
aeroplane. For we must take accidents 
into consideration.

Can Make a Mile a Minute. 


**On my last day in Jacksonville, Fla., 
just before coming up here, I covered 
more distance in short flights across coun- 
try than the distance from Albany to New 
York. Forty-seven miles an hour is about 
as slow as the machine 1 am using can 
go, and I ean make about a mile a minute 
under full speed. But in long flights it 
is not wise to strain the motor by at- 
tempting full speed." ' 

Mr. Hamilton said he thought the time 
would soon come when some aviator would 
succeed in crossing the Atlantic In an 
aeroplane. 

‘Even now it is only a question of ex- 
pense incident to such a trip,’’ he said. 
‘It would: require a large machine with 
a capacity for a great quantity of gaso- 
line. But a large aeroplane can be built 
which would go as fast and be as man- 
ageable as the ones we are now using. I 
am sure the Atlantic could be crossed at 
its narrowest point, which is about 1,150 
miles, in about twenty-four hours. 

‘‘One of the requisites for such a flight 
would be a fast motor boat, built espe- 
cially for such a trip, which could develop 
and sustain a speed of forty-five to fifty 
miles an hour. While such a motor boat 
could not quite keep up with the aeroplane, 
the latter could make circles in the air and 
fly back to the boat every time it got too 
far ahead. It would probably keep back 
the aeroplane some four or five hours 
during the trip across, but that would not 
make so much difference in the end. 


| would gladly attempt such a flight if the 


conditions were made sufficiently attract- 
ive. 

‘Crossing the Atlantic in the air would 
be a greater feat than was that of Co- 
lumbus. In those days sailing vessels had 
been used for hundreds of years. The 
aeroplane is an infant. The expense of a 
trip across the Atlantic rather than the 
risk of life involved is the one deterring 
factor which is keeping aviators from at- 
tempting the passage.”’ 

Mr. Hamilton sent his aeroplane out to 
Hempstead yesterday, and this evening he 
will probably make trial flights over the 
Hempstead Plain. He says he wishes to 
keep in practice for any big event which 
may be arranged in the near future. 

‘“T am here in New York waiting for 
somebody to offer an attractive prize for 
a difficult flight,’’ he said. will wait 
for it a while and then if there is nothing 
in that line forthcoming here I will prob- 
ably go to Europe in July and try for 
The London Daily Mail prize of $50,000 
for a flight from London to Edinburgh 
and return, a distance of some 800 miles. 
The conditions governing the winning of 
this prize, I understand, are that séveral 
stops can be made to replenish gasoline. 
I think I can win it.”’ 

On June 20 Hamilton will fly in the 
army manoeuvres at Nashville, Tenn. He 
thinks the aeroplane will play an impor- 
tant part in wars of the future.

The location of the international avia- 
tion championship meet. will probably be

It was expect- 
ed that this important question would be 
decided at yesterday’s meeting of the 
board, but some details are yet to be 
settled before a final decision can be 
reached, and an effort will be made to 
arrange these in the next few days. 

Several Directors are in favor of turn- 
ing over the meet to Andrew Freed- 
man, representing the Wright interests, 
while another faction favors independ- 
ent management, assertin that should 
the Wrights obtain control of the meet 
it would lose its international flavor and 
fcreign aviators would refuse to come to 
the United States to compete.

Roosevelt Says Situatio1 in Egypt Is 
a Menace to the Empire. 


LONDON, May 31.—Quite unexpectedly 
to-day ex-President Roosevelt delivered 
what {fs considered by Englishmen as a 
severe arraignment of the nation tn its 
attitude toward Egypt. 

Mr. Roosevelt called attention to the 
fact that England’s primary object in tak- 
Ing hold in Egypt was the establishment 
of orders 

‘‘ Hither,” he said, ‘‘you have or you 
have not the right to remain in Egypt 
|and establish and keep order. If you 
have not the right, and have not the de- 
sire to keep order, then, by all means, 
get out. But if, as I hope, you feel that 
your duty to civilized mankind, and your 
fealty to your own great traditions alike 
pid you to stay, then make the fact and

‘* When a people treats assassination as 
the cornerstone cof self-government, it 
forfeits all rights to be treated as worthy 
of self-government.

Although it did not pay, 
it was Great Britain’s duty to stay there. 
In his opinion the Soudan would pay any- 
way. It was not worth while to belong 
to a big nation unless that nation was 
ready to shoulder a big task. 

He prefaced his remarks on Egypt with 
the statement that he spoke as an un- 
prejudiced outsider, as an American and 
a real democrat, whose first duty was to 
war against violence, injustice, and wrong- 
doing wherever found. He proffered his 
advice only in accordance with the prin- 
ciples on which he had acted as President 
in dealing with the.Philippines, and he 
declared that the present condition of af- 
fairs in Egypt was a menace to the Brit- 
ish Empire and to civilization.

Supreme Court Puts It Over to 
October, When Gov. Hughes’s 
Vote May Decide. 





TAXES WILL BE COLLECTED 


— 





Uncertainty Not to Affect Treasury’s 
Plans-~-Relief to MacVeagh Because 
Ready Funds Are Needed. 





Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 31.—It lies prac- 
tically with Gov. Hughes to decide wheth- 
er the Government shall collect the $27,- 
000,000 tax that has just been assessed 
against the corporations of the country 
by the Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue under the corporation tax pro- 
visions of the Payne-Aldrich tariff law. 
The Supreme Court before taking its 
Summer adjournment to-day restored the 
fifteen cases pending before it to the 
docket for re-argument before a _ full 
bench, Obviously the seven Justices 
now able to perform duty were divided 
4 to 3 on the question of sustaining the’ 
tax, and were not willing to permit that 
kind of a decision to be rendered. 

There is constant talk that Justice 
Moody, who has been ill for a year or 
more, will be able to return to duty 
when the court meets for its next term on 
Oct. 10, but the greater probability is 
that he will never again sit on the 
bench. The next time the Supreme 
Court meets, on Oct. 10 next, Justice 
Hughes will take his place and begin 
his judicial career. If a decision is to 
be rendered, with Justice Moody still un- 
able to share in the work, it will there- 


fore dévolve upon Justice Hughes to cast 
the vote that shall break the situation 
existing to-day. 

The action of the court to-day, while 
not as satisfactory to the Treasury De- 
partment as would have been a decision 
Sustaining the tax, is nevertheless a re- 
lief, for it obviates the necessity of some 
delicate financing that might have been 
imperative if there had been a decision 
adverse to the Government. The work- 
ing balance of the Treasury is down to 
less than $20,000,000. The deposits in 
National banks have been run as low as 
and the balances to the 
credit of disbursing officers are at a 
figure considerably lower than is cus- 
iomary. Under these circumstances an 
adverse decision would have meant some 
financing operations certainly before the 
Fall elections. 


How Money Could Be Raised. 


June ts expected to bring a slight relief 
to the Treasury through the lapsing of 
certain unexpended appropriations. But 
July will be a bad month, as the opening 
of the fiscal year always is, and the 
situation, without the corporation tax, 
would have been practically certain to 
involve financing operations before Fall. 
Such operations could only mean the sale 
of 3 per cent. one-year certificates of in- 
debtedness. The Secretary of the Treas- 
ury was authorized under a provision in 
the tariff law to sell some $200,000,000 of 
Panama Canal bonds, at interest running 
up to 3 per cent. Such bonds would have 
the circulation privilege, and, as no pro- 
vision was made for increasng the tax 
secured by such an issue to equalize the 
interest return from them, and the pres- 
ent 2 per cents, a sale of-them under 
present conditions would be certain to 
send the $730,000,000 2 per cents now out 
below par. 

For that reason Secretary MacVeagh 
has resisted issuing any of the authorized 
3 per cent. bonds. Meantime he has been 
endeayoring to get legislation equalizing 
the circulation tax. -But the pill hangs 
fire in the House, and has never been in- 
troduced in the Senate, where Mr. Aldrich 
is openly opposed toit. The result is that 
the only financing operation available to 
the Treasury is an Issue of the 8 per cent. 
certificates which do not carry the circu- 
lation privilege. 

That is now avoided by the postpone- 
ment of the decision as to the corporation 
tax. The law requires that all assess- 
ments upon returns of corporations shall 
be completed in,May, and the last of the 
notifications of assessment were sent out 
by the different collectors of internal 
revenue to-day. The tax becomes due 
to-morrow, and is all payable by June 30. 
After that the law gives the internal rev- 
enue officers ten days in which to make 
one more effort to collect from delin- 
quents, and then the Commissioner has 
rower to distrain. He can seize and sell 
the property of any delinquent and collect 
not only the original tax, but a penalty 
of 5 per cent., with an additional one per 
cent. penalty for each month he is de- 
layed in forcing the collection. 


Will Collect the Tax. 


It was announced at the Treasury De- 
partment this afternoon by Secretary 
MacVeagh and Commissioner Cabell that 
they were going right ahead to collect the 
tax, and that they expected to have no 
especial difficulty in getting in most, if 
not all, of the $27,000,000. The tax may 
be paid under protest, but protesting will 
not help the payers to get their money 
back in case the Supreme Court finally 


overthrows the law any more easily than 
those who do not protest. All money 
received as corporation taxes will go into 
the general fund of the Treasury and be 
used just the same as any other money 
in that fund. Then if the law is finally 
overthrown the general refunding sections 
of the Internal Revenue laws will come 
into operation and the money will be re- 
funded as paid, ‘The corporation tax 
sections of the tariff law specifically 
made applicable to tihs tax all the general 
provisions for collecting internal revenue. 
All this means that the Treasury will 
now probably. be able to avoid any financ- 
ing at least until after the elections next 
Fall. In fact the process of collecting 
the second year’s corporation tax may 
be well under way before the Supreme 
Court finally settles the matter. There 
is, in fact, so much uncertainty about the 
makeup of the court itself in the near 
future that these cases, along with those 
involving the Standard Oil and Tobacco 
Trusts may be pending for a long time. 


WOMEN IN ROW OVER TAFT. 


Organization Goes to Pieces After Club 
Leader Proposed Hissing His Name. 








President Taft has unconsctously pre- 
cipitated a fine row among the women 
of Bayonne, N. J. Some do not speak 
as they pass by, and others say things 
that might as well be left unsaid. It 
started over the President’s attitude on 
woman suffrage. Mrs. William B. Du 
Bols, President of the Woman's Polit- 
ical Study Club of Bayonne, which is 
made up of the principal women of the 
village, made a bitter speech at the last 
meeting, when the question of woman 
suffrage came up for debate, attacking 
President Taft, and asking every mem- 
ber of the club to hiss.every mention of 
the President’s name. 

Many of her auditors resented the sug- 
gestion. The insurgents, headed by Mrs. 
Watters of Avenue C and Mrs. Morris ‘len 
Broeck, got up and resigned on the spot, 
saying they would not be a party to such 
unpatriotic conduct. Other resignations 
flowed in, and it looks as if the contro- 
versy will disorganize the club. 

“This club is wandering from its origt- 
nal purpose,’’ declared Mrs. Ten Broeck 
in a spirited attack upon President Du 
Bois. ‘*Mrs. Du Bois cannot Joe Can- 
nonize us.

The complainant charges that the com- 
mittee was organized and is maintained in 
violation of the provision of the act of 
Congress in 1890, and that it constitutes 
an unlawful combination and conspiracy 
in restraint of commerce and trade. 

Part thres of the petition says that in 
1909 or early in 1910 the defendants con- 
spired and determimed to make a genoral 
advance in commodity rates to prevail 
throughout the Western trunk lines com- 
mittee territory, ushing the committee 
as a means to put the advance into effect. 

‘‘The Freight Committee had a meeting, 
the date of which is unknown,” continues 
the petition, ‘‘and the commodity rates 
named in ICC. tariff A-115, and some- 
times called Hosmer’s Tariff No. 1D., 
were gone over and considered. The con- 
ference resulted in an agreement on the 
advances to be made. After they had been 
determined upon, each of the defendants 
notified the Chairman of the Western 
Trunk Line Committee, Hosmer of Chi- 
cago, who had —— a schedule of the 
advances, called Supplement No. 2, te 
Freight Tariff No. Lb. 

““On April 27, 1910, Hosmer, as agent 
for each of the defendants, filed separate- 
ly on behalf of each of them, with the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission, the 
new schedule to become effective on June 
1, 1910, on the lines of all the defendants, 
unless the enforcement thereof is re- 
strained by this honorable court.” 

Charges are made that the unreasonable 
and excessive rates, fixed without compe- 
tition by conspiracy, app to a vast 
number of commodities of prime utillty 
and daily necessity. 

“The unreasonable advances in freight 
charges apply approximately 60 per cent. 
of the commodities carried, and wil] in- 
crease freight charges in amounts varying 
from 10 to 20 per cent. of the rates in ef- 
fect heretofore,’’ it is charged. 

The petition closes by saying that unless 
the schedule of rates is restrained, the 
citizens of the United States who shi 
commodities through the Western Trun 
Line Committee territory, ‘‘ will be com- 
pelled to pay arbitrary, unreasonable, and 
excessive rates, and will be deprived of 
the benefits that might be expected to 
flow from free competition between the 
lines of transportation and communication 
owned by the defendants.”’ 


WICKERSHAM ACTS QUICKLY. 


After Conference with Taft He Orders 
Injunction Proceeding Brought. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 31.—There was 
lively work here to-day to prevent the 
railroads from putting thelr increased 
rates into effect to-morrow. It was rec- 
ognized yesterday, as s00n, as the Com- 
mittee of Shippers presented the matter 
to Attorney General Wickersham, that 
it would be necessary to obtain the infunc- 
tion, if one were sought, before midnight 


to-night. as otherwise the increases would 
become effective automatically to-mor- 
row, and then the burden would be upon 
the shippers of showing that the new 
rates were unjust and unreasonabie be- 
fore the Inter-State Commerce Commis- 
sion could order a reduction. Such an 
order also would be subject to adjudica- 
tion in the courts, with an inevitable de- 
lay of a year or two before final action. 

Attorney General Wickersham had a 
long conference with President Taft about 
the matter this morning. This being the 
last day of the term of the Supreme Court 
the Attorney General could not attend the 
Cabinet meeting, at wihch the matter 
was also discussed for some time. At 
the. morning conference, however, Mr. 
Taft had given his assent to the plan of 
attempting to enjoin the roads from put- 
ting their increases into effect, and before 

oing to the Supreme Court Mr. Wickers- 
asm had given instructions to the United 
States District Attorney at St. Louis, Mr. 
Houts, to secure the services of Frederick 
N. Judson, the well-known St. uls 
lawyer, as Special Assistant District At- 
torney, and make the application for an 
injunction. 

When he was able to leave court Mr. 
Wickersham returned to his office and 
very soon thereafter he was at the White 
House talking the matter over again with 
President Taft. The utmost reticence was 
maintained about the case at both the 
Department of Justice and the White 
House. Reports that such action would 
be taken had been in circulation about 
Washington all day, but it was not until 
this evening that confirmation on au- 
thority could be had in any uarter. 
Just before going to dinner the Attorney 
General declared that he would have 
nothing to say about it until he received 
further information. Later, however, he 
admitted that the action had been taken 
under his direction. In the meantime 
word had peep received that Judge Dyer 
had granted the preliminary injunction as 
asked for. 

The representatives of the oteoers. who 
are still here, were much elated over the 
news.

CRITICS MISLED, SAYS RIPLEY. 


CHICAGO, May 381.—‘' They’ve got the 
pins set up against us,’’ was the first 
comment of E. P. Ripley, President: of 
the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé Rail- 
road, wnen informed to-day that the 
Government would seek to enjoin the 
railroads of the Western Traffic Asso- 
ciation. from putting into effect the ad- 
vance in rates scheduled for June 1. Mr. 
Ripley’s cubsequent remarks ieft no 
doubt that the railroads would fight the 
Government. 

“The shippers who have 
meetings to protest against the advance 
have no personal knowledge off the sub- 
ject,’””’ he continued. ‘‘ They have been 
deceived by the pos gmmiande who have 
distorted the facts and have juggled with 
the figures. If they will take the trouble 
to ascertain the truth, the deception wil) 
become apparent. 

‘There is no chance for juggling with 
figures or for deception on the railroad 
side. Every item of our business is 
spread before the world. Our offices 
are full of Government Inspectors to see 
income and outgo are er.) 
and are properly accounted for, ur 
gross carenee are. acressing, but our 
net income is declining. ho among 
the shippers would view such a state of 
ings _in his own business with equa- 
nimity? ' 

‘But that is not the worst of it. Such 
results as are now obtained, poet as they 
are, arise from policies that are cumue 
lative in evil for tne future, because the 
properties are not sprowes or kept up 
to the proper standard. If we are for- 
tunate enough a few years hence to 
have full crops and active business, and 
if the railroads are then unable to do 
what they are expected to do, these 
same shippers will perhaps perteive~that 
they ought to have séconded rather than 
opposed the efforts of the ralflroads for 
better conditions. Also we have re- 
cently increased wages to a large amount, 
and this will further decrease net earn- 


ings. 

Ry am not referring especially to 
Atchison conditions. Our Directors have 
been very conservative and our stock- 
holders have spent on our property much 
money that they might properly have 
used for dividends, but even ‘the strong- 
est among us cannot stand under pres- 
ent conditions. The weaker, of course, 
will drop first.” 

Mr. Ripley declared false the statement 
made in resolutions adopted by shippers 
in Chicago on May 7 “that the net in- 
come per mile of road for 1 was in- 
creased 845 per cent. over 18987,"" and 
that the returns for the first seven 
months of the fiscal year 1909-1910 
‘show a substantial increase In net op- 
erating income,” thus “indicating a 
healthy growth of business and relative- 
1 cheapenin Operating cost.” Mr. 
Ripley declared that the returns for 1908 
sho a decrease of “net operating 

mnues’*’ of $625 a mile, despite drastic 
eco 


nomy. 
‘Instead of increasing 845 per cent. 
between 1897 and , as falsely repre- 
sented to the shippers, the {ncome from 
operation increased only per cent., 
and, if the comparison be made between 
1898 and 1908, only 36 per cent.,” said 
Mr. Ripley. 

He admitted that the first nine months 
of the present fiscal year show a sub- 
stantial recovery from the slump of 1908, 
but that the recovery, offset by wage 
grants and increased taxes, did not evén 
justify needed rehabflitation. 


SLUMP IN STOCK MARKET. 


The Supreme Court's decision {n favor 
of the Inter-State Commerce Commission 
in the Missouri River rate case and the 
announcement of the purpose of the Ad- 
ministration to bring injunction proceed- 
ings against the Western railroads which 
have Filed rate increases to become ef- 
fective to-day were reflected in the stock 
market yesterday by a general decline in 
prices running to as much as 4 and 6 
points {in some of the active issues. Be...

shares. Reading was the most conspicu- 
ous stock in the list, not only in point of 
activity, but in point of weakness as well. 
It led the list on the Gay’s losses with a 
net decline of 5% points. 

The market was but a v iUttle above 
the bottom when the closin ell sounded, 
in fact, in a number of stocks the last 
sale was made at the lowest price of the 
day. Wall Street was taken by surprise 
by the news that the Government meant 
to seek an injunction against the rate in- 
creases by the Western ro of which 
notice was given to the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission a month ago. The 
rallroads had advanced thése rates as an 
offset to increased avages and other i 
creased costs of operation, and W 
Street took the view that while an in- 
junction would prevent the application 
of the increased rates there would be no 
escape for the railroads from_ the in- 
creased wages which they recently t- 
ed to their men. The cay cesee ot low~ 
ering the wages recently increased was 
discussed by railroad men yesterday. The 
belief was expressed by some that if 
rates could not be advanced wages would 
have to be reduced, but it was said to 
be unlikely that the railroads would take

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RATEORDERS UPHELD 
BY SUPREME COURT 


Involving Reductions, Decided 
Against the Railroads. 








COURT IS DIVIDED, 4 TO 3 





Charges Made by Citles That Other 
Points Got More Favorable Rates 
Led to the Orders, 





WASHINGTON, May 31.—Standing 4 to 
3, the Supreme Court of the’ United States 
to-day decided that the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission had not exceeded its 
power in ordering the reduction of freight 
rates in the so-called Missouri River rate 


cases and the Denver rate cases. These 
orders were held to be yalid. 


The Missouri River rate cases were 
based on an order of the commission re- 
ducing the freight rate between the Mis- 
sissippi River and the Missouri River as 
@ part of the through rate on through 
shipments originating in tne seaboard ter- 
ritory. The Denver rate cases were based 


Fie from Chicago and rrom St. Louis 
to Denver. ' 

In both cases certain railroads and ship- 
pers concerned asserted that the commis- 
sion was endeavoring to divide the coun- 
try into rate zones. The Circuit Court for 
the Northern District of Illinois held 
that this contention was correct. The Su- 

reme Court of the United States to-day, 
n a decision by Justice McKenna. an- 
nounced that it believed the commission 
was not attempting to exercise such a 
power, and that the record showed no 
evidence that such was being done. Hence 
it reversed the decision of the District 
Court in both cases. 


Missouri River Complaints, 


The Missouri River contest began early 


in 1907, when shippers, jobbers, and 
wholesalers in Kansas City, St. Joseph, 


and Omaha filed a complaint with the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission alleg- 
ing that the rates upon traffic originating 
at the Atlantic seaboard and destined to 
these cities were unjust and unreasonable. 

After many hearings, in which several] 
re intervened, an order was issued 

y the commission directing the railroads 
doing business between the Mississippi 
River crossing and the Missouri River to 
reduce their rates as a part of the 
through rate on shipments originating in 
seaboard territory. Seaboard territory is 
that section of the country east of Buf- 
falo, ittsburg, and Parkersburg and 
north of the Potomac. 

The railfoads in the West and shippers, 
Jobbers, and wholesalers in the East, but 
dutside of the seaboard territory, went 
into the courts. The Circuit Court of the 
United States for the Northern District 
of Illinois enjoined the commission from 
enforcing the order on the ground that 
it worked an unjust discrimination against 
the intermediate localities and shippers. 
The commission and business men in Mis- 
sour! River cities appealed from the de- 
cision of the Circuit Court.. 

After the decision had been handed 
down counsel for the defeated litigants 
asked the court to give them thirty days 
to file a petition for a rehearing. Solicitor 
General Bowers objected on the ground 
that such would prevent the rates from 
going into effect before the court met 
next October. Chief Justice Fuller, how- 
ever, directed that the mandate of the 
court issue in thirty Saye unless a peti- 
tion for rehearing was filed. 


How Denver Got Concessions. 


The Denver cases began when, in 19086, 


George J. Kindel, a manufacturer, com- 
plained to the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission that the freight rates from New 
York, hicago, Bt. ours. and Omaha 
were excessive and discriminating, and 
the rates from Denver to Sait Lake City 
also were excessive and preferential, as 
compared with the rates from sas 


The Denver Chamber of Commerce In- 
tervened to insist that the proper way. to 
eliminate the alleged discrimination 
against Denver was not by reducing the 
rates to Denver but by making Denver 
& basic line. The commission came to 
the conclusion that the alleged discrim- 
ination against Denver was due to the 
fact that the Missouri River was, used as 
& basio line and that instead of having a 
through rate from the East to Denver 
the railroads were giving Colorado points 
@ combination of the rates to the Mis- 
souri and the rates from the Missouri to 
Denver. 

Consequently it was ordered that by 
May 1 the railroads should put into ef- 
fect reduced rates from Chicago and &t. 
Louis to Denver. Before they went into 
effect the railroads took the matter into 
the United States District Court for the 
Northern District of Illinois and had 
the commission enjoined from enforcing 
the order. On the ground that the court 
had no jurisdiction and that the court 
erred in its decree the commission ap- 
pealed to the Supreme Court. 

The decision of the court was based on 
the reasoning in the Misouri River rate 
case, announced just before, to the effect 
that the record did not show the com- 
mission was trying to divide the country 
into rate gones, a power it did not pos- 


sess. 

Justice White delivered a dissenting 
opinion, In which Justices Lurton and 

olmes concurred. 

The court also upheld the Circuit Court 
in granting an injunction against the en- 
forcement of the statute of March 19, 
1907, relating to the stoppage of the inter- 
State commerce trains at Lathrop, Mo. 

An attempt to have the Supreme Court 
of the United States pass on the authority 
of common carriers engaged in inter-State 
commerce to make “ Jim Crow” regula- 
tions met with failure to-day when the 
court dismissed the so-called Chiles ap- 
peal from its docket.

‘EARTHQUAKE JARS MEXICO. 


Guests of Hotels Run Out in Alarm— 
No Damage Done. 


MEXICO CITY, May 31.—A slight earth- 
quake of about one and a half’ minutes’ 


duration was experienced last night. The 
oscillation was. from west to east. No 
damage was done, but for a time consid- 
erable apprehension was felt, particularly 
among guests at the hotels. 

Many who had retired ran hurriedly into 
the halls, scantily clad, and those in the 
lobbies ran into the streets. In the resi- 
dence quarter hundreds of persons lett 
their homes, but no one was hurt. 


WASHINGTON, May 31.—The Weather 
Bureau issued the following bulletin to- 
day: 

A distant earthquake, probably of consid- 
erable intensity at the origin, was recorded 
at the Weather Bureau in the early morn- 
ing of May 31.

The pheses of the 
motion were fairly sharply indicated and 
denote a probable distance of the origin of 
about 8, miles. ‘The record does not in- 
dicate any special direction from Washing- 
ton.

Police Commissioner Baker announced 
yesterday that a fine of thirty days’ pay 
had been imposed un Lieut. Timothy Mc- 
Auliffe for arresting on April 16 Coroner 


examining witnesses in the Alexander 
Avenue Police Station. Many students 
of police affairs wondered after the an- 
nouncement if the Lieutenant had made 
gcod his statement to the Coroner that 
he “‘ would get away with it.” It was 
clearly understood that Mayor Gaynor 
was taking more than ordinary interest 
in the affair, and astonishment was ex- 
pressed that McAuliffe had escaped dis- 
missal. 

The arrest of the Coroner occurred just 
after midnight on the morning of April 
16. He was investigating the death of 
Robert Fullam of 253 East 136th Street, 
and was examining a woman witness in 
the police station. According to the story 
told by McAuliffe, the Coroner was speak- 
ing in loud tones, and so he, the Lieu- 
tenant, interfered. Words passed be- 
tween the Coroner and the police officer, 
with the result that Schwanneck® was ar- 
rested and detained in the station for 
three-quarters of an hour, till the arrival 
of Capt. Naughton. 

The Coroner alleged that when he pro- 
tested against his arrest and threatened 
to report it, Lieut, McAuliffe replied that 
he didn’t “care a damn for Mayor Gay- 
nor, Inspector Flood, or any one else,”’ 
and that he had “ got away” with other 
things and could get away with this, 
whether they liked it or not. It looked, 
however, for a time as though the Lieu- 
tenant might find it was one thing to 
boast and another to make good, 

The Mayor summoned Commissioner Ba- 
ker and the Lieutenant to his office on 
April 19, and also invited Coroner Schwan- 
necke to be present. When he had heard 
both sides of the matter, the Mayor dl- 
rected that charges be brought against 


McAuliffe, and then, turning to the Coro- 
ner, made a formal apology, saying: 

‘*T do not know how high or low you 
speak in your court, but I should think 
that every one on the police force would 
know that no policeman has the right to 
go into your court to regulate your man- 
ners or the way of conducting your busi- 
ness. It would be no more surprising if 
this officer had come in here yesterday 
and put me out of this room, nor would 
the offense have been any graver.” 

When charges were preferred against 
the Lieutenant they turned out to be not 
strung enough. Third Deputy Police Com- 
missioner Walsh himself drafted a new 
set, it is understood at the institgation of 
the Mayor, and it was believed that short 
shrift would be given to McAuliffe. It 
was not believed in the department that 
with the Mayor and the Coroner against 
him it was possible that he could get out 
of this scrape. 

However, when the case came up for 
trial McAuliffe produced a large number 
of police witnesses and one or two citl- 
zens. He tried to show that the Coroner, 
when he came to the station, was under

CLUBBER INVOKES THE LAW. 


Gebhardt, Dismissed from Force, Seeks 
Reinstatement Through Courts. 


Frederick C, Gebhardt, Jr., a patrolman 
who was dismissed from the police force 
on Feb, 7 after a trial for conduct un- 
becoming an officer and for assaulting a 
citizen, obtained a writ of certiorari from 
Supreme Court Justice McCall yesterday 
for a review of his case. 

Gebhardt was tried before Deputy Com- 
missioner Walsh. He was charged with 
making unjustifiable arrests, of lodging an 
unjustifiable charge of assault against 
Augustus Hayes and John T. Moore, and 


He was 
convicted and dismissed. 

“The charges were made under the 
direction of Mayor Gaynor,’ Gebhardt 
says, “‘who made an exyparte investiga- 
tion.

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CHARGES WILLCOX WITH BIAS. 


Third Avenue’s Counsel Wants Service 
Board Chairman Excluded. 


The Public Service Commission had 
another session yesterday on the Third 
Avenue reorganization plan, and another 
set of protests from NMilliam D. Guthrie, 
attorney for the bondholders and for the 
newly organized Third Avenue Railway 
Company, which has come into existence 
to take over the property as purchased 
by’ the bondholders at the foreclosure 
sale. After Mr, Guthrie was through pro- 
testing the commission made some prog- 
ress in having its accountant, Marvyn 
Scudder, cross-examined. 

The commission announced that it would 
not allow the new railway company to 
intervene in the present proceeding and 
become the party of major interest, but 
that it would be kindly disposed toward 
an application de novo from the new com- 
pany, and in that event would receive in 
bulk the evidence taken in the many 
hearings on the bondholders’ proposal, 
or such part of it as the parties might 
agree to present. . 

Then Mr. Guthrie renewed his applica- 
tion for the exclusion of Chairman Will- 
cox on account of alleged bias shown in 
his recent speech before the Finance 
Forum of the West Side Young Men's 
Christian Association.: ‘The attorney for 
the reorganizers sought to read in evi- 
dence newspaper accounts of Mr. Will- 
cox’s speech, but the commission ruled 
against this unless he was prepared to 
submit evidence to show that the accounts 
were accurate. This Mr. Guthrie was not. 
prepared to do, but he declared that. Mr. 

fillcox had sent copies of his speech to 
the newspaper offices in advance. 

“That latter statement is absolutely 
untrue,’’ remarked the Chairman with em- 


I have been misadvised,” re- 
plied Mr. Guthrie more mildly as he sat 
down. He rose again shortly to protest 
once more against allowing a representa- 
tive of the Knickerbocker Committee of 
Third Avenue stockholders to cross-ex- 
amine Mr. Studder on the ground that 
the stock had been wiped out in the fore- 
closure sale and had no standing in a 
reorganization.

WOULD LIFT FIREWORKS BAN. 


Retall Dealers Appeal to Court to Com- 
pel Permits to be Issued. 


Supreme Court Justice Erlanger re- 
served decision yesterday on the appli- 
cation of Mirabeau L. Towns, represent- 
ing the retail fireworks dealers of the 
city, for a writ of mandamus, compell- 
ing Fire Commissioner Waldo to issue 
permits for the sale of fireworks between 
June 10 and July 10. : 

Mr. Towns attacked the Municipal Ex- 
plosives €wmraission, which passed regu- 
lations limiting the sale of fireworks at 
retail, as an illegal body, and denounced 
the regulations of May 19 as tyrannical 
and Dogberrian. The commission's reg- 
ulations prohibited the sale of fireworks 
at retail in any building occupied in 
whole or in part as a dwelling house 
and in any building not eauipped with 


a approved automatic sprinkling sys- 
em. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Arnold 
C. Weil said that statistics prepared by 
ex-Fire Commissioner Hayes showed 
that the sale of fireworks at retail be- 
tween June 10 and July 10 had in past 
years caused a heavy increase in the 
number of fires, and that there was no 
question that these fires were due to the 
promiscuous sale of explosives. 

He defended the regulations under 
which Fire Commissioner Waldo had 
acted as absolutely necessary to protect 
not only property, but the lives of dwell- 
ers in tenement and apartment houses 
which were in part occupied by retall 
stores. He said that the Municipal Ex- 
plosives Commission was properly con- 
i the law, and its rulings 
might not be reviewed.

A monument to commemorate the hero- 
ism of the soldiers of the Fighth New 


tle of Cold Harbor, Va., on June 3, 1864, 
is to be dedicated on Friday, June 8, the 
forty-sixth anniversary of the engage- 
ment, at Cold Harbor. At this battie 6uU0 
men out of 1,800 were killed or wounded. 
The One Hundred and Twenty-ninth New 
York Volunteer Infantry was organized in 
1862 in the Counties of Niagara, Genesee, 


and Orleans and was mustered into service 
on Aug. 22 that year. Col. Peter A. Porter 
commanding. It was immediately ongcred 
to Baltimore and there relieved thd@Sev- 
enth New York Militia at Fort Federal 
Hill, where it remained until May 15, 
1864. While there the regiment was 
transferred to heavy artillery and recruit- 
ed to 1,800 men. 

On May 15, 1864, the regiment was or- 
dered to join the Second Corps of the 
Army of the Potomac at Spotsylvania 
Court House, where it arrived on Mav 18 
and was immediately ordered into battle. 
On the 3d of June the regiment went into 
action at Cold Harbor, one of the blood- 
fest battles of the war. Col. Porter fell 
in the engagement. 

The regiment remained in active service 
until the surrender of Lee, taking part in 
most of the important engagements.

They quarreled 
over & woman, and Nelson, it is alleged, 
went to the laundry,;- where Humphreys 
was employed as a mechanic, armed with 
two pistols, and after their quarrel was 
renewed shot him. 4 

After the shooting Nelson ran, pursued 
by Charles Vita, foreman of the laundry. 
He was caught two blocks away by three 
policemen, who were attracted by Vita’s 
cries. According .to the police,-. Nelson 
admitted that he had shot Humphreys and 
said that he was glad that he had done it.

Chafing under the complaints from 
many sources that the meters used on 
taxicabs were inaccurate, all the com- 
panies with taxicabs to hire held a pub- 


lic test yesterday afternoon under the) p 


supervision of Francis V. 8. Oliver, Jr., 
Chief of the Bureau of Licenses. 

At the end of what proved to be a-dou- 
ble test, Mr. Oliver announced that he 
was fully satisfied with the uniformity 
of the taximeters, including all four 
makes used in this city. The inspection 
of all meters by the city goes into ef- 
fect this morning. 

This is sixty days in advance of the 
new inspection ordinance, which carries 
@ severe penalty for any violation. Mr. 
Oliver explained that for the time being 
the Inspectors would have to content 
themselves with seeing that passengers 
were not charged at a greater rate than 
that specified for every twenty squares 
north and south in Manhattan, and seven 
squares east and west. 

These are the men, he said, who would 
be appointed by the Mayor, taken from 
the top of the civil service list: John 
Drennan, Chief Inspector; George Stro- 
bridge, John Bagley, Leo J. Walsh, 
Thomas F. Walsh, Edward O'Brien, and 
Edward Doran. 

Mr. Oliver intends to have the city 
open its own garage in a central location 
and make the tests there, but many of 
the details of the tests will be decided on, 
he says, after he has conferred with the 
Inspectors. 

The public test yesterday afternoon was

COLEMAN DENIES 
HIDING BANK MONEY 


Mamie Hightower Also Denies 
Saving Any of Stolen Funds 
He Gave Her. 








TELLS OF KELIHER BRIBE 





Coleman Repeats That Prisoner Of- 
fered Him $100,000 Hush Money— 
Denies Former Testimony. 





BOSTON, May 81.—The Government to- 
day continued its efforts to establish re- 
lations between George W. Coleman, the 
confessed embezzler of the National City 
Bank of Cambridge, and ‘“ Big Bill’’ 
Keliher, on trial in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court for aiding Coleman in appro- 
priating more than half the bank’s de- 
posits. Two witnesses said that Keliher 
Spoke repeatedly of Coleman, and at one 
time expressed the hope that he would 
not ‘‘ go back on him.”’ Another witness 
said he knew that Keliher and Coleman 
were friendly. The Government made 
some progress in its endeavor to substan- 
tiate the claim that much of the money 
went to the gamblers with Keliher’s aid. 
Yet Coleman, who was again on the wit- 
ness stand, was forced to admit that an 
important part of his testimony before the 
Suffolk County Grand Jury, which also 
investigated the case, was false, especial- 


} Keliher $150,000. or $200,600, and that 
Keliher had urged him to stop playing 
faro, 

Daniel J. Coakley, attorney for Keli- 
her, directed his examination of Coleman 
‘chiefly to his early stealings from the 
bank, and to his actions just before he 
went away and immediately following his 
return. 

Coleman said he was positive he stole 
nothing from the bank as early as 1905, 
but was not sure whether he began his 
peculations in 1906 or 1907. Just before he 
went away, Coleman said, he destroyed 
his personal accounts containing records 
of his various investments and specula- 
tions. In regard to his direct evidence 
that Keliher had offered him $100,000 to 
keep quiet about his alleged connection 
with Keliher, Attorney Coakley endeav- 
ored to show that Coleman had sought 


an interview with Keliher after his re- 
turn to Boston, and tried to get some 
money from him. Coleman admitted that 
he wanted to obtain money from Keliher 
in order to pay the depositors of the 
bank. He said Miss Lora Atwood, who 
made arrangements for his interview with 
Keliher at that time, told him that Keli- 
her had arranged with her by telephone 
to meet him downtown, and that when 
she went to the place Keliher named, she 
found that it was Attorney Coakley’ s of- 
fice. After he had two interviews with 
Keliher, Coleman said that he told his 
counsel, Mr. Morse, that Keliher had 
offered him $100,000 to. keep silent. 
Coleman denied tnat he had “ planted ”’ 
of the money obtained from the bank. 
‘Has your friend, Miss Hightower, 
‘planted’ any?” asked Attorney Coak- 


ey. 

‘* Not that I know of,” replied Coleman. 

He repeated his statement that Keliher 
offered him $100,000 to keep his mouth 
shut regarding the case. 

Later Miss Mamie Hightower of Kansas 
City, Coleman’s latest sweetheart, ap- 
poaees on the stand.

THE WEATHER. 


WASHINGTON, May 81.—A ridge of high 
pressure over the extreme North Atlantic has 
retarded the eastward movement of the northe 


ern depression, and this, combined with a 
further fall in pressure over the interior, has 
caused a continuance of the cloudy weather and 
showers from the lake region eastward. 

In Nevada, California, and Arizona the high 
temperature records for the month of May were 
again equaled or exceeded, but over the east- 
ern portion of the country temperatures are 
low, in some instances from 10 to 26 degrees 
below the seasonal average.

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THE CORPORATION TAX CASES. 

The plain meaning of the announce- 
mént from the Supreme Court chamber 
yesterday that the cases involving the 
constitutionality of the Corporation 
Tax law have been set down for re- 
argument at the opening of the next 
term in October is that five Judges, a 
majority of the full bench, have been 
unabis tO agree either for or against 
the Government. Only seven Judges 
of the court are now sitting. Judge 
Moopy ig ill, and for many months has 
been at his home. Gov. HuGurs, ap- 
pointed to the vacancy created by the 
death of Justicé Brewer, will not take 
his seat until October. The Justices of 
the court evidently feel, and with very 
goed reason, that a decision upon this 
most important case rendered by a di- 
vided court with fewer than five Jus- 
tices uniting in the majority opinion 
would be a determination of the matter 
not satisfactory to the country. It is 
a fair assumption, it can be only an 
assumption, that the sitting Justices 
stand divided four to three one way or 
the other. Serious as are the inconven- 
fences involved in a postponement of 

“the decision, there will be a general 
feeling, we aré sure, that the court has 
acted wisely in declining to put forth 
any opfnion savé one in which a major- 
ity of the wholes bench are united. 

Tt is, nevertheless, unfortunate that 
this adjudication must be delayed. The 
law makes the taxes levied upon the 
income of corporations payable during 
the month of June. The corporations 
‘ere to bé notified of the assessments 
made out against them on their returns 
on or before the firat day of June, and 
the taxes must be paid on or before 
June 20. Something like half a million 
doliars of these taxés has already been 
pald. In ail it is expected that about 
$26,060,000 will come into the Treasurys 
from this source. A double tnconven- 
ience will result from the faflure of 
the court tO pass now upon the con- 
Stitutionality of the law. In the first 
place, the Treasury can feel no assur- 
ance that this money belongs to the 
Government. It must, or should, be re- 
tained as a separate fund subject to 
the court's decision; not necessarily in 
the Treasury itself, for it is not to be 
supposed that this money will be with- 
drawn from the uses of trade and kept 
idie during the months that must 
elapse before the cases are decided. 
But upon the books of the Treasury the 
corporation tax payments must be 

- treated as a fund by itself, and the 
Government must be prepared to pay 
the back to the corporations 
from which it has been taken if the 
law ig declared unconstitutional. Mean- 
-while, the payers of this tax will be de- 
prived of the use of the money. It will 
certainly be a year, it may be two or 
three years, before it can be recovered 
if the cases go against the Government. 
In any case: no interest will be paid. 
The rank injustice of such a proceeding 
is sufficiently obvious. If the Govern- 
ment’s contention is sustained by the 
courts, then the Treasury will be free 
to.spend the money. It ought not to 
feel free to spend it until its right so 

“to do has been established. If money 
“$s needed it would be just as well to 
issue Treasury certificates now as to 
issué them a year or two years hence, 
to provide funds to reimburse the cor- 
porations for taxes paid under an un- 
constitutional law. 

The Standard Oj] and the Tobacco 
caBes and thé Corporation Tax cases 
were argued in March. It was on April 
11 that the court announced that the 
Standard Oil and Tobacco cases would 
be restored to the docket for reargu- 

“ment at the October term. A month 
later the court fixed Nov. 14 as the 
date for the rehearing of these cases. 
The fact that the Corporation Tax 
cases were not set down for a rehear- 
ing was accepted as meaning that, not- 
withstanding the death of Justice 
BREWER, the court expected to be able 
to render a decision in those cases. It 
may be presumed that the arguments 
of counsel and the deliberations of the 
court having failed to convince the 
minds of five of the seven Justices 
either for or against the constitution- 
ality of the law, the court now finds 
it expedient and necessary to set down 
the case for rehearing. When the court 
reassembles in October these Justices 
will be upon the bench: Chief Justice 
Fu.Ler, and Justices HARLAN, HUGHES, 
Witz, McKeNNA, Hotmgs, Dar, and 
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LURTON. Justice Moony, it is reported, |

One is that the tax is 
imposed upon a prerogative, power, 
sse| instrumentality, and function of sovy- 
ereignty belonging to the States, the 
prerogative and function, that is, of 
creating corporations which was en- 
joyed by the States before the Federal 
Government was organized. Of this 
prerogative the States have not divest- 
ed themselves, and they have not grant- 
ed it to the Federal Government. It is 
further set up that, In compelling the 
corporations to make veéry full state- 
ments of their business affairs and con- 
ditions, the Government makes an un- 
reasonable search and seizure in viola- 
tion of the Fourth Amendment. It is 
further contended that this tax is not 
in reality @ spécial éxcise tax with re-' 
spéct to the carrying on.or doing busi- 
ness by a corporation, but is a direct 
tax upon the charter and the franchiss, 
and, as such, is unconstitutional unless 
apportioned among the several] States 
according to their population, as was 
decided in the Pollock case. 
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MR. ROOSEVELT AT GUILDHALL 

In accepting at the old Guildhall yes- 
terday the freedom of the City of Lon- 
don, which he will bring home with 
him in a box, Mr. THEropoRE Roosst- 
VELT made some remarks which doubt- 
less sounded bold, strong, and original, 
for the Colonel's oratorical manner fs 
impressive, his gesticulation is vigor- 
ous, and when he ts so minded he can 
utter an imperishable truth with match- 
less effect. No wonder the great audi- 
ence in the historic meeting place of 
the guilds of London City was stirred 
to amazement and admiration and 
pleasurably shocked by this pronounce- 
ment: 

Either it was or was not right for 


Great Britain to be {in Egypt and es- 
tablish ordér throughout that country. 


If it was not right to further this 
purpose, then the British should get 
out. 


A thrill went through his hearers, the 
cable dispatches say, and well it might. 
We do not remember that a great truth 
has been more eloquently or logically 
expressed since the Hon. Pat FLEMING, 
as a candidate in the Third Tennessee 
District for delegate to the Democratic 
National Convention which nominated 
CLEVELAND, pFfonounced, on request, 
his views on the tariff: 

I’ve studied that subject a great deal 
and have come to the conclusion that 
if the tariff is too high it should be 
lowered, and if it is too low it should 
be highered. 

Of course when you come to think of 
it, if it is right for England to be in 
Egypt she should be there, and if it Is 
wrong, she should get out. Everybody 
already knew that the Colonel believes 
in English rule of Egypt. In fact, he 
went on to say so yesterday, urging a 
strong administration rather than a 
sentimental one, for, as he remarked: 
‘“Bentimentality is the most broken 
reed upon which righteousness can 
rest."” The consensus of opinion will be 
that the Colonel is right in this matter, 
but he is right so often that the world 
will not be surprised. This time he did 
not give way to impulse; there was a 
perspective of thought in his speech, 
and no trace of that broken reed that 
fails to lend stability to righteousness. 
At times Mr. ROOSEVELT, too, is some- 
thing of a sentimentalist. 

On the whole we doubt ff the advice 
proffered at Guildhall will greatly 
change the British policy in Egypt. 
But as an expression of sterling Anglo- 
Saxon practicality it will doubtless 
strengthen the bonds of friendship be- 
tween Great Britain and the United 
States. For “abroad” the voice of 
Roos®tve.t is the voice of America. 
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MORE RAILWAY REGULATION. 
Senator La Fo.uLerts moved yester- 

day that the railways should be en- 
joined against raising their rates. Be- 
fore the close of the day the President 
had instructed his Attorney General to 
do what the Senator had proposed. 
For the interest of the railways noth- 
ing better could be desired. Our 
courts show neither fear nor favor, 
and the railways ought not to have 
anything the courts will not give them. 
But the action strips the Administra- 
tion of all consistency, and leaves the 
business of the country enmeshed in 
the doubt regarding the legality of the 
simplest acts from which the President 
had undertaken to deliver !t. 

It is only three months since the 
President’s own Dill for the regulation 
of railways was introduced with a 
clause ellowing the railways to make 
agreements regarding rates. Congress 
struck {t out, and it is only a fort- 
night since the President himself ex- 
pressed his regret in these words: 





This was declared for in the plat- 
form, und recommended to Congress 
in two or ‘three messages of Presi- 
dent Roosfve.t. The purpose was 
to legalize the practice which will 
prevail whether the law permits it 
or not. No one suggests the wis- 
dom of instituting prosecutions under 
the anti-thust law to prevent this 
practice, * * © 
But the instant any one does sug- 

gest the unwise thing the President 
does it. The railroads could wish 
nothing better, but how 1s it with the 
general business interests of the coun- 
try? They can accommodate them- 
selves to any policy whatever, If only 
they know what it is, but no substan- 
tial interest can meet a policy which 
is hot to-day and cold to-morrow. In 
this matter the President now stands 
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Mr. WickmrRsHAM took. office he was. 
not known as a trust buster—quite the 
contrary. But his later policy is as 
Savage and merry a8 BONAPARTE’S, 
having every appearance of being de- 
signed to placate those ‘‘ odds and ends 
of politics’’ regarding whom he was 
s0 sarcastic, but whose -attitude 
toward business it {s so hard to dis- 
tinguish from his own, except for their 
greater consistency. 

There is a sardonic humor, in the 
proposal to resort to the courts rather 
than to the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission for the regulation of rates. 
The commission was created for the 
purpose of putting a ring in the nose 
of the railway monster, and now it 
can no longer be trusted to do the 
work for which it was created. The 
trouble with the Commission is that, 


after it hears evidence and argument 


on the law, it is likely to follow the 
facts and the law as far as it can. 
It actually has decided some cases 
agreeably to the railways’ practice in 
matters of difficult policy, which the 
“odds and ends of politics " have no 
difficulty in ordering to be reversed 
in favor of a better way, devised in 
their hours of leisure, and never ap- 
plied anywhere that aware are op- 
erated. 

An injunction is a proceeding in 
equity, and one of the first maxims is 
that those who seék equity must do 
equity. If railways are to be re- 
strained from advancing rates be- 
cause the rates proposed are inequita- 
bly high thos6é applying for such equl- 
table relief must prove that they are 
inequitably high. When the courts 
hear arguments regarding the reasona- 
bleness of rates, inquiry is made into 
many matters less important in a pro- 
ceeding for injunction. In form the 
Government is prosecutor, but the 
real complainants are the shippers, and 
they are opening a proceeding which 
they may find turned against them- 
selves. When the Government prose- 
cutes extortion in the public interest 
it is enough to show that the railways 
are making excessive returns on the 
capital invested. But when the com- 
plainants are private parties seeking 
to limit the railways’ profits in order 
to swell their own they invite a com- 
parison of profits in order to ascertain 
what profits are unreasonable rela- 
tively. It is no longer a question of 
unreasonable profits on railway capil- 
tal alone, but on all capital. 

There is a stalwart school of opinion 


fies up his. old subject in an article 
for L’Opinion, Paris, a translation of 
which appears to-day in the Educa- 
tional Review under the title of ‘' The 
Competent and the Crowd.’ The phrase 
is suggestive. Practically the author 
divides society into two classes, the 
competent and the rest. He finds “ in- 
crease of difference in mutual capacity, 
and consequently in social position, one 
of the most striking characteristics of 
modern civilization. Notwithstanding 
the theories of equality, and the vain 
attempts of the maker of laws, this in- 
tellectual differentiation tends to in- 
crease, because it is the result of natu 
ral and necessary conditions which a 
laws can change.” In one paragraph 
he gives the essence of his theory: 


The progress of technical skill’ has 
become the real motive powér of our 
modern civilization. By its increasing 
complications it has resulted in exact- 
ing such vast theoretical and practical 
knowledge, such bold initiative, and 
judgments so gure that only surpass- 
ingly gifted minds may rise to great 
heights. While the capacity of those 
who direct has increased, that of those 
who execute finds itself diminished. 
The division of labor and the develop- 
ment of machinery have made the task 
of the workman s0 easy that appren- 
ticeship is no longer necessary. Dis- 
tinct classes have thus been formed, 
separated from each other by an ever- 
widening gulf. 

If this were an accurate or even a 
reasonable analysis of the situation, 
certainly the prospect would be gloomy. 
It seems to us, on the contrary, nar- 
row, defective, and biased. In the first 
place, there ts no sharp differentiation 
between those who direct and those 
who execute in our industrial life. 
Both the directing force and the exe- 
cuting force have each a number of 
grades. The lower grades of the one 
merge into the upper grades of the lat- 
ter. Until the very lowest ts reached 
there is in each grade need and oppor- 
tunity for independent Judgment, initia- 
tive, foresight, invention, skill, and su- 
perior general capacity. The.organi- 
zation of industry would collapse if 
this were not so. Its simplest tasks. 
would be rendered difficult and its 
larger and more intricate would be 
made utterly impossible. So far from 
there being “distinct classes, sepa- 
rated from each other by an ever- 
widening gulf,” there ts simply a vast 
army of active and energetic men 
working together in functions closely 
articulated according to the require- 
ments of an ever-changing situation. 





to the effect that the railways cannot 
be hurt permanently, whatever is done 
to them. That may be an ultimate 
truth, but it can only be reached after 
an unpleasant Interval. The railways 
survived 1898 and 1907, and they will 
survive these injunction proceedings. 
It would please some to have the set- 
tlement reached without such a strenu- 
ous time as would follow the applica- 
tion of the anti-trust law to railways, 
and to all businesses, in all its rigor. 
Even that would be better than a 
dragging along with daily dependence 
upon a fresh declaration of policy. 
This used to be a country of law 
when we had laws possible to obey. 
But now we Have laws which Presi- 
dents say must be broken in order to 
do business and remain solvent. So 
on alternate days they move for the 
amendment of the law and for Its en- 
forcement. This is an intolerable 
condition, and {ft is well that it fs to be 
itigated. 


OUSTING THE HOUSEWIFE. 

“The City Board of Health sincerely 
wishes every one of you to put the 
housewife out of business,” is the ad- 
vice given by Dr. C. 8. Woops of In- 
dianapolis to a convention of Indiana’s 
bakers. Not that the average of bread 
produced in the home is not good, but 
that less of it is produced than its need- 
ed, and the baker should take advan- 
tage of his opportunity to supply even 
better breadstuffs and monopolize the 
output. 

Alone of all the foods, bread is con- 
sumed and preferred by everybody. Dr. 
Woops disclaims knowledge of the 
chemistry of breadmaking or its me- 
chanics. He does not pretend to tell 
the bakers how to bake it. But he 
gives them a little expert advice as to 
what the public expects of them. Like 
a sensible man, he inquired first in his 
own household. There he discovered 
three fundamental! principles—first, that 
consuming families are not especially 
interested in the size of the loaf or its 
price; second, that they are chiefly in- 
terested in the production of clean 
bread {fn a spotilessly clean place, and, 
third, that the loavés should be 
wrapped in the bakeshop before they 
can be contaminated by handling. Spe- 
cial wagons and impervious baskets for 
distribution are a good investment. 

By fulfilling these conditions, the 
bakers of the Nation would without dif- 
ficulty oust the housewives from the 
bread business, and would win their 
gratitude.

There is another fact absolutely op- 
posed to the assumption that modern 
society fs divided into distinct classes. 
Between what M. Le Bon declares to 
be classes there fs a marked and ef- 
fective intercommunication, a constd- 
erable and practical freedom from be- 
low up. Not only are the commanders 
of the Industrial Army frequently born 
in the lowest rank, so that every sol- 
dier of that army may be said to 
“carry a Marshel’s baton In Ris knap- 
sack,” but every grade from Corporal 
up is constantly filled from below. It 
is true that even so the men with knap- 
sacks are numbered by miliions and the 
Generals by hundreds, but neither the 
latter nor the former are or can be- 
come a “class” in the sense implied 
by M. L® Bon, and the “ gulf" between 
them is rather a ladder which they may 
climb who have the strength and tha 
will. 

Moreover, while. we do not wish to 
generalize hastily, we see no sufficient 
evidenca that modern society 18 organ- 
ized on principles or by methods es- 
sentially different from those which 
have obtained in other times. The ef- 
ficient have always been at the head 
and generally on top. The conditions 
of competition, the weapons, the tools 
have changed, but the successful have 
always been those who could most ef- 
fectively use the means available, Bven 
when the struggle seemed one of brute 
force, brains plus force forged ahead; 
the brains that could use and combine 
the strength of others advanced still 
further, and so gradually and surely 
was developed the form of society in 
which skillful combination and co-oper- 
ation 1s In its myriad phases the chief 
condition of success. In our judgment, 
this dependence on combination and co- 
operation, so far from dividing soclety 
into classes with an “ ever-widening 
gulf’ between them, has made the 
labor and gifts of all more and more 
imperatively requisite, and secured for 
them a gradually increased share in the 
immensely increased common product. 
M. LE Bon’s despairing view suggests 
the admonition of an older French scl- 
entist, that ‘‘in research you must use 
the utmost care, or you will find what 
you are looking for.”

existence among the surviving veterans 
of the Civil War of a general feeling of 
rosentful dissatisfaction with the present 
observance of Memorial Day. In a few 
cases this feeling has been 80 strong as 
to find expression in a refusal to take 
any part in the ceremonies, but more oft- 
en the veterans have as yet ‘contented 
themselves with raising the question 
whether this course should be followed 
or not. 

What the old soldiers obiect to is the 
fact—the undeniable fact—that Memorial 
Day is no longer wholly devoted to reviv- 
ing memories of the war and paying 
honor to those who took part in it. In 
other words, they think that the country 
is becoming somewhat tired of the vet- 
eran and somewhat inclined to forget the 
size of the debt it owes to him and to his 
fallen comrades. Now, for whatever of 
truth there may be ifn this accusation, 
and probably there is a little, an excuse 
might possibly be found in the fact that 
the veterans h not only demanded, but 
have received, \enormous sums in the 
}shape of pensions not always free from 
scandal, and

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vanabiy & decreases the debtors pense of 
sentimental obligation to some extent. 

In reality, however, the veterans have 
no grievance. Considering how many 
years ago it was that the war closed, 
and how large a fraction ‘of our popula- 
tion know of the great struggle only as 
an interesting and important episode in 
history, with no personal memories or 
associations for themselves, the sentl- 
mental obligation is still recognized to 
& remarkable extent, Neither the dead 
hor the living soldiers are forgotten on 
the anniversary day, and, if !t is slowly 
changing from the well-nigh unanimous 
demonstration of grief which it formerly 
was to a holiday in its not characteristic 
features much like other holidays, that 
was to be expected, since it was inevit- 
able. 
yr No holiday can for long be entirely de- 
voted to a single purpose, and, most fort- 
unately. for mortals, no sorrow can for« 
éve> retain its original keenness, With 
the deep mourning which the war oc- 
casioned have passed away the bitter hos- 
tilities it created.

TAFT was likened to 
aman exhibiting miniatures in the Metro- 
politan Opera House, and it was said 
that not a few of his little pictures are 
good ones, the only trouble being that 
the people cannot séé them. A Washing- 
ton dispatch {in The Tribune puts a mag- 
nifying glass over one of these miniatures, 
and so affords the opportunity almost 
everybody wants for mingling praise with 
the criticism which the Administration is 
receiving. It has brought to the eve of 
apparently certain accomplishment the 
long-needed reformation and rationaliza- 
tion_of the Lighthouse Board. 

This body, formerly under the Treasury 
Department and now transferred to that 
of Commerce and Labor, is to be raised, 
if bills now before Congress are passed, 
to the dignity of a bureau with a real 
head—something which it has always 
lacked and much needed. As hitherto 
and at présent composed, of army and 
navy officers in equal numbers and of 
equal authority, the board has done its 
work more than fairly well, indeed, but 
with a constant succession of absurd 
squabblés and with somé waste of money 
and more of effort, all due to the jeal- 
ousies and antagonisms which develop 
whenever men in the two branches of the 
military service have to work together 
without an impartial authority over them, 
efficient and co-ordinating. Amusing 
stories are told of bickerings at the meet- 
ings of the board, of refusals of its mem- 
bers to’ ride in the same boat with each 
other when on tours of inspection, of 
‘dead lines” drawn on pliers, and of the 
meticulous eare taken to defend rights 
and privileges that are of importance only 
in army and navy circles. Yet this is a 
board that spends more than $5,000,000 4 
year for maintenance aloné, and upon the 
wisdom with which {ts work is done de- 
pends the safety of all the ships that ap 
proach otir coast. 

The proposed reorganization will substi- 
tute for the Lighthouse Board a Light- 
housé Bureau, with a Commissioner as 
executive officer, appointed by the Prest- 
dent and confirmed by the Senate in the 
regular way. Whether his subordinates 
will be from the army and navy or not Is 
still to De decided, but it has been pointed 
out that in case of.war such officers 
would have to be ,withdrawn for active 
service, leaving the lighthouses in the 
hands of tnexperienced men, which might 
be inconvenient, and even dangerous 
Lighthouses are 80 largely for the benefit 
of the mercantile namie that their man- 
agement should apne--~*'~ be wholly, or 
almost wholly, in civitian hands.

NORMAL GRADUATES, 


They Meet Disaster In Competing for 
Teachers’ Licenses. 


fo the Editor of The New York Times: 

Many graduates of Normal College who 
entered and stayed in hope of becoming .teach- 
ers are unable to pass the examination 
held by the Board of Examiners. It 
passeth undcerstanding why graduates of the 
Normal College should need to be. re-examined 
at all, once they are certified by the pedagosi- 
cal faculty of that collegs as competent. Just 
what preportion of these graduates fall seems 
to be uncertain, but I have heard no estimate 
less than one out of six, and this-is by the 
President of the college, who would not be 
likely to overstate the failures—rather, one 
would suppose, the reverse. 

At the same time the city maintains a Train- 
ing School for teachers, all of whose graduates 
are placed on the teachers’ eligible Mst by the 
fact of graduation. The course here is half 
as long as the Normal course, being but two 
years, so the faculty of that school must be 
twice as efficient, judging by this fact, as 
the Normal faculty, and then the latter has 
mo certainty as to results. Some of the un- 
successful graduates stood well in their classes, 
and, to counterbalance this, some of those who 
barely passed at the Normal come out with fly- 
fing colors in the test given by the Board of 
Examiners. 

These disasters, for they are disasters to the 
Normal graduates who fall, are caused by 
lack of harmony somewhere, for the two 
courses, if different at all or by more than 
tweedledum and tweedledee, can only be com- 
pared to the credit of the Normal, with its 
four-year course as against the other's two-year 
course. I wonder the Board of Trustees of 
Normal endure the stigma of inefficiency and 
uncertainty. ROBERT P. GREEN.

But as 
recent correspondence in your columns has 
shown, c"’ represents now one sound and 
how another, according to thé letter following, 
and is not really needed at all. It {fs certainly 
curious to notice how this lIeter ts treated In 
the living languages of Europe. It has come 
down to us from the ancient Romans, who pro- 
anounced it like ‘‘k.’* Bunt to-day the Italians 
pronounce Cicero ‘* Chichero,"’ the Germans 
eay ‘ Tsitsero,”” and the English ‘“ Sisero,’’ 
while all continue to use the same letter ‘‘«”* 
to represent these different sounds. 

The Engiish alphabet might be shortened by 
Gropping other letters which have no sound 
of thelr own. Thus “x” {sg unnecessary, be- 
Cause it always stands for ‘‘ks’’ or for ‘z,”’ 
(as in Xerxes.) “Q" is also useless, snce 
it is used in combination with ‘“‘u’’ to rep- 
resent sounds which might as well be repre- 
sented by ‘‘kw."’ Whether [{t would be expe- 
dient to abolish these letters is another ques- 
tion. No doubt it would cause pain to con- 
servative feelings. The only point I am mak- 
ing is that it would be possible.

Breeding Deer for Food. 


fo the Editor of The New York Times: 

Dr. C. Hart Merriam, Chief of the Biological 
Survey, says that deer are very easy to raise, 
and that they breed faster than cattle and ra- 
quire less attention, and will live on weeds 
and other things that cattle won't eat. If peo- 
ple were given proper protection fn the raising 
of deer, Dr. Merriam says, meat would be 
selling in a very few years at a third of what 
it is bringing now, 

One of the chief difficulties In raising deer, 
Dr. Merriam says, is that they are so likely to 
be killed by dogs. A fence that will keep deer 
in can be constructed at comparatively sma]! 
expense, but a fence that will keep dogs out ts 
very expensive, But dogs are no longer nedes- 
sary, if they ever were, There is nothing that 
can be done by dogs that cannot be done better 
by other means, Dogs cause great Injury to 
health by the noise they make, and that itself 
is reason enough for getting rid of them. Any 
dog is likely to cause injury to health, and 
anything not necessary to the public conventence 
which is likely to cause injury to health fs a 
public nuisance which it ts the duty of the 
authorities to suppress, Dogs cause hydro- 
phobia, the most terrible of all diseases; they 
destroy sheep to such an extent as to ma- 
terially increase the cost of clothing and meat: 
they worry cows, horses, and other useful 
animals; they injure gardens and lawns; they 
drive away and destroy game; they carry dis- 
ease germs; they bite people; they destroy 
various kinds of property; they cause fear and 
annoyance in @ multiplicity of ways.

Coroner’s Jury Says Proper Precautions

A Coroner's jury returned a verdict of 
censure against the New York Central 
Railroad yesterday for the death of an

Ex-Treasurer ‘of the United States 
Charles Henry Treat died Monday night 
of apoplexy in his apartments in the 
Hotel Victoria, aged 68. He was stricken 
about 11 o'clock, and died a few minutes 
after Dr. Gilday of the hotel had been 
summoned. 

Mr. Treat was appointed Treasurer of 
the United States by ex-President Roose- 
velt in 1905, and held that office till last 
July. He had been interested in many 
mining and navigation companies, and 
gave private business as a reason for 
resigning. 

He was born in Frankfort, Me., being 
the son of Henry Treat and the grandson 
of Col. Ezra Treat of Maine. He was 
descended from Robert Treat, who was 
royal Governor of Connecticut from 1676. 
to 1708 He was educated in country 
schools, and taught in the academy of 
Rockport, Me., to pay for his schooling. 
He was graduated from Dartmouth in 
1865, and entered his father’s West Indian 
shi ping business; 

e developed a great talent for public 
speakinig and organization, and spoke in 
4 aine for James G. Blaine. He was dele- 
gate at large from Delaware to the Re- 
pepinen National Convention in 1888 .-at 

Chicago. He represented Delaware in 

Congress. He moved to this oy and 


planned the entire campaign which won 
the east side for the Republican Party in 


n 1896 President McKinley appointed 
him Collector of Internal Revenue for the 
Wall Street district, Elihu Root and Cor- 
néelius N. Bliss being his sponsors. He 
was reappointed by President Roosevelt 
in 1902. He was a member of the Union 

League, Republican, and West Side Re- 
publican Clubs. He is survived by his 
wife, who was Miss Frances Emily “‘Hux- 
ford, and by two daughters.

NEW SURGICAL DISCOVERY. 


Dr. Lespinasse Announces Use of Mag- 
nesium Rings to Unite Severed Arteries, 

CHICAGO, May 81.—Dr. Victor D. Les- 
pinasse of the Northwestern University 


Medical School told an alumni audience 
of physicians yesterday that he had dis-

covered a surgical secret which may do 


much to save life and relleve sufferinng. 
Broadly ‘sie tienat: he said, it was a meth- 
od of reuniting blood vessels and arteries 
and attacking arterial diseases. 

Dr. Lespinasse produced several dogs 
to illustrate his discovery. Each was 
described as an example of a peculiar op- 
eration. The livers had been removed 
and reunited to some of the animals. 
Legs had been amputated and regrafted 
to others. The secret, Dr. WLespinasse 
said, consisted in. his successful reuniting 
of several arteries. 

Heretofore, Dr. Lespinasse remarked, 
physicians had been forced to resort to 
sewing to obtain the end desired, The 
stitching method was unsuccessful be- 
cause it too often resulted in the forma- 
tion of blood clots, the constriction of the 
arteries, or the enlargement and breaking 
of them, For five years he had sought 
to find a substitute for the needle and 
thread. The solution; he clainied, was 
found in the use of rings of magnesium, 

The severed vessels are joined by these 
rings or couplers: In theory they do not 
differ from the couplers used by the fire 
department. Magnesium is used because 
it readilydissolves when the complete 
union of the severed ends of the arteries 
has taken place.

At their lowest figures Reading shares 
registered a decline of above 5 points, the 
loss in Union Pacific and Southern Pa- 
cific was nearly 4 points, and that in 
Great Northern, Northern Pacific, New 
York Central, St. Paul, and a half-score 
additional prominent railroad issues about 
3 points. Naturally such breaks imme- 
diately affected the general market, 
which before the close of the afternoon 
session, within which all this happened, 
had gone through a period of sem!i-de- 
moralization, finishing the day with senti- 
ment generally depressed and prices at 
or near their lowest quotations. Un- 
doubtedly bearish speculators made the 
most of the opportunity offered by the 
Washington news, but it was genuine 
liquidation growing out of the uneasiness 
created by the Administration’s wholly 
unexpected step which provoked the 
break. The comment“ most frequently 
heard in the financial district, on the 
institution of this action against the rail- 
roads was that it came late in the day. 
The rates which the Western roads sub- 
mitted to the Inter-State Commerce Com. 
mission practically a month ago were to 
have gone into effect to-day, and while 
shippers in the territory affected had 
protested as individuals and by means of 
their organizations against the advances 
proposed there had been no least intima- 
tion that the Government, through the 
Department of Justice, would intervene. 
In railroad circles the belief had been 
that complaints might come before the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission after 
the institution of the rates, and that in- 
dividual cases would then be decided by 
the commission upon their merits, with ap- 
peals to the courts where these were de- 
sired. It is not surprising, therefore, that 
the direct intervention of the Government 
under circumstances recalling the tactics 
of the previous Administration should 
have provoked the consternation which 
followed the step yesterday. Curiously 
enough, the lack of necessity for such 
measures was revealed, at least to Wall 
Street’s satisfaction, in the ‘* Missouri 
River rate’’ case decision handed down 
by the United States Supreme Court at 
almost the very moment when Mr. ‘raft 
was instructing his Attorney General to 
act.

ment of excess holdings of railroad shares 
seem for the moment at least the part of 
wisdom. So littl was known of the atti- 
tude of the Administration in the matter, 
however, that fuller reports of the pur- 
poses and intentions of the Government 
are awaited with the keenest interest. All 
other happenings were, of course, over- 
shadowed by the news from the National 
capital, but they included, nevertheless, 
further significant and drastic declines In 
cotton and weakness in wheat, as well 
as the publication of April earning state- 
ments by several of the country’s largest 
railroad systems, including Union Pacific 
and Southern Pacific, the figures of 
which in their substantial gross increases 
and trivial net returns explain the diffi- 
culties, in the way of higher operating 
costs, which the railroads are facing, and 
for the relief of which they have inst- 
tuted the campaign for higher transporta- 
tion rates. 

Money conditions were practically un- 
changed. Call money was again in ready 
supply at quotations approximating those 
of last week, while in the foreign ex- 
change market expectations of the ap- 


pearance of the credits created by the 
recent sales of American seourities abroad 


sufficed to keep rates in check... Discounts 
were easy at London, where the Stock 
Exchange of the day was effected by 
rather precipitate liquidation of a weak 
French account in rubber, oil, and mining 
issues.

One plumbing bill was specified, Iti 
Was on a billhead of William H. Allen, a 
plumber, living at 233 Radde Street, Long 
Island City. The amount specified was 
$422.80 for work on the Queens County 
Court House, but the voucher was found 
to be slightly irregular in that the ad- 
Gress of the plumber had been scratched 
Out on his billhead, and the address of the 
John M. Phillips Association written in 
instead. 

The Commissioner of Accounts in look- 
ing up the history of the warrant in pay- 
ment of the voucher found that it had 
been issued by the Controller on Nov. is, 


- 1908, and had been mailed to the ad- 


dress of the Phillips Association, which 
is also the headquarters of the First As- 
sembly District of Long Island City. It 
had’ been indorsed by Allen to Phillips, 
and had been cashed at the branch of 
the Corn Exchange Bank in Long Island 
City on Nov. 24, 1908. 

To explain the circumstances of the 
Case Alien, the plumber, was put under 
Oath, and testified to nothing in particu- 
lar. Next day he voluntarily made him- 
gelf a witness again, and this time testi- 
fied that on the previous visit he had 


tried to protect Phillips, but was now 
ready to confess and make a clear breast 
the whole transaction. 

Hie then told how he had done certain 
Work in the Court House, having been 

ven the contract to do it after a confer- 

nce between President Gresser and Un- 

der Sheriff Phillips. After completing the 
work he had been paid $115 in bills, the 
money being handed to him by Phillips in 
@ saloon underneath the headquarters of 
the Fruiilinms Association. That was 
last he had heard of the matter. Phillips 
had. however. asked him for four of his 
blank billheads. and had asked him to 
sign an affidavit saying that the services 
spécified had been performed and were 
Mecessary. He had signed the affidavit 
and had furnished Phillips with the bill- 
heads, but had never heard of the vouch- 
er, and had received none of the $422.80 
collected in his name. His indorsement, 
he testified, had been forged. 

Philiips. when put under oath, testified 
merely that he had no knowledge of the 
transaction at all, and did not remember 
enything about it, although he recognized 
his handwriting on the indorsement mak- 
ing Allen’s voucher payable to himself. 

In, Queens County. the fact that another 
borough official had been added to the 
long list of those ensnared did not cause 
£0 much interest as the fact that Presi- 
dent Gresser had been consulted before 
the crooked transaction was carried out. 
As each davy’s evidence is developed. 
bringing Gresser nearer and nearer to 
the centre of the Commissioner's fire, a 
grave poll tical crisis begins to loom! ahead 
ef the voters and the Aldermen of Queens.

‘TART WON'T APPROVE 
ALASKA SUBSIDIES 


Announces That Bills Granting 
Aid to Railroads Will Not 
Meet with His Favor. 








UPHOLDS BALLINGER IDEA 


Committeemen, Accused of Alding the 
Guggenheims, Charge That Lobby 
Has Pressed Such Measures. 





WASHINGTON, May  81.—President 
Taft announced to-day that during his 
Administration he would not lend his ap- 
proval to legislation designed to give 
Government aid to specific railroad in- 
terests in Alaska. Instead, he would 
favor a general law which would apply 
to all who complied with its provisions; 


he a law modeled after the policy which for 


years had been in effect in the Philip- 
pine Islands. 

The announcement came in the shape 
of Executive approval of an adverse re- 
port made to Congress by Secretary of 
the Interior Ballinger on a bill which 
proposed specific aid to the . Alaska 
Great Northern Reatlroad. The fight 
over this bill is said to have developed 
much of the controversy waged before 
the committees of Congress. ‘The back- 
ers of the bill have set up the charge 
that those who opposed thelr meagure 
were “controlled” by the Morgan-Gug- 
genhoim syndicate. Gov. Clark, former 
Gov. Hoggatt, and Lewis P. Shackle- 
ford, Republican National Committeeman 
from Alaska, have all been included in 
these omnibus statements. The White 
House statement reads: 

The Secretary of the Interior was asked 
to give his opinion to the Committee on 
Territories of the House in respect to Houge 
Bill 22,557, ** to aid in the construction of a 
railroad, telegraph, and telephone line in 
the Territory of Alaska, and to secure to 
the Government of the United States the 
use of the same for postal, military, and 
other purposes.’’ The bill proposes to give 
Government assistance to a particular rail- 
read mentioned therein. To that the Secre- 
tary of the Interior replied: 

‘Tt ig beliewed that any Government aid 
in the construction of trunk lines of rail- 
road generally in Alaska should be extended 
only after routes have been recommended 
by a competent oard of Government offi- 
cers and approved by the President or some 
competent executive authority, after bids 
shall have been invited for the construction 
of lines of railroad over such routes as may 
have been approved in this manner. This 
department deems inadvisable the enact- 
ment of legisiation granting Government 
aid to any particular railroad corporation as 
proposed in the bill under consideration.’ 

The letter was on May 15, 1914, forward- 
ed to the President for approval before 
its delivery to the committee, and:received 
his full concurrence. 

Committeman Shackleford, in a state- 
ment issued to-night, commends Mr. 
Taft's attitude. He charges that a “* spe- 
cial crowd” has been trying to get bills 
through Congress which would give them 
onmaainte franchises to sell. He declares 
that a lobby is maintained in Washing- 
ton, and that Delegate Wickersham is in- 
terested in such legislation, 

“They haunt ongress and various 
financial centres with such schemes,”’ he 
says. “If any one refuses them aid he 
is immediately accused of being interest- 
ed with some of the railroads that are 
now perme: » 
cia) legisiat ) 
ment aid.’
